Sheridan, when he took command In the 
Shenandoah Valley forces, organized a 
band of scouts from the soldiers In his 
command.

Inland Infantry to have charge of the 
scouts. These scouts were paid according 
to the value of the Information they se- 
cured and the work they accomplished. 
They went Into the enemies' lines attired 
in confederate uniforms. 


In tbewlnterof 1804-5 some of Young's 


KIOD were operating In the neighborhood 
of Harrlsouburg whore they learned that 
Major Harry Ullmore, a bright and trou- 
blesome confederate, who joined tho con- 
federates from the state of Maryland and 
who exerted a great Influence am< ng the 
young men of that state through which be 
was continually bringing many of them 
Into the confederate service, was about to 
leave that region for Mooreflnld, West Vir- 
ginia, on a recruiting venture. Tl e 
scoots learned that this was to be doi o 
under the pulse or holding a camp nitet- 
Ing In that village In the mountuli s. 
When this wus ivporttd to General .Sheri- 
dan he called Colonel Young and between 
them it was arranged to atlumpt tho cap- 
ture of Gllmore. 
'I wo of the scoutH were 


sent to Moorofluld to got tbe lay of tho land 
and returning thuy reported that Major 
Gllmore waa quartered at a prlvato house 
some four miles out of Moorflold and that 
young Marylanacrs were earning In o~ory 
day and enlisting In the confederate 
service. 


Col Young undertook the task of mak- 


ing tho capture him sclt. 
With ton or a 


doieu of his men diossod in confederate 
grey ho started for Mourotleld about ninety 
miles southwest of Winchester dipt. 
Whltakcr, with al out 800 federal troops 
followed Young and his mim. 
Young, as 


ho pascd along, gavo out the word among 
the citizens that his company wfro Mary- 
landers going to join Glliuoro and that 
they were hard pressed by federal troops 
who were following thorn. Whltaker as 
ho advanced ixu.todly Inquired If a body 
ot contotlorates had lately passed. In this 
way Young and his men reached tho 
vicinity of Mooreflold Into in the night of 
Feb 5, ami having found tho house whore 
Glllmuru slept Young, providing against 
alarm, went to the major's room.

rtvolvors lying on a chair, by tho boil un- 
suspicious that any Yankee soldier was 
nearer than ninety miles of him. He «UH
